York $15.86 and California only $5.29 . 
Receipts from fees and licenses for the 
United States amounted to $288,282,352, 
an avera ge of $13.10 per vehicle. 
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America through a declaration of a state 
of wa r with the German imperial govern­ 
ment entered into the most deva sta ting 
nnd terrific comflict of all the ages, the 
world war. 
Woodrow Wilson wa s then president 
and through tha t 
momentous 
decision 
mobilization of thousa nds upon thousa nds 
of the y outh of the land wa s started and 
soon grea t ti'anspoids were carry ing them 
across the Atlantic to participate in the 
struggle tha t had been ra ging among Eu­ 
ropea n nations for three y ea rs previous. 
The ga lla nt and brave America ns did 
nobly . 
Their entry in the strife encour­ 
a ged the allies and their dash and daring 
fina lly brought forth a glorious victory 
and the signing of an armistice on Novem­ 
ber 11, 19 18. 
The bravery of the American at Chateau 
Thierry , Bellea u Wood, in the Argonne 
and at all crucial points won them distinc- 
lioii and renown and a lthough thousands 
“ went w est’ and now rest under white 
crosses in the fields of Fra nce their mem­ 
ory is ever cherished by their comrades 
and loved ones left to carry on. 
America since the armistice has been 
at pea ce, a lthough at times some strained 
rela tions ha ve ex isted. 
Nothing tha t has occurred in the a n­ 
na ls of time so cha nged the order of 
things in world a ffa irs as the struggle 
a nd outcome in the grea t strife. 
The re­ 
construction period is still on in Europe 
a nd from time to time new forms of gov­ 
ernment there seemed tottering, but in 
the fa ce of it all progress ha s been ma de 
towa rd rehabilitation. 
America is still carry ing a hea vy bur­ 
den of loans due it from various foreign 
countries as an outcome of the wa r dur­ 
ing which this nation generously aided 
those countries in a financial wa y tha t 
were on the very verge of collapse. 
The guiding hand of Woodrow Wilson 
throughout the wa r brought him to the 
fore as a diploma t tha t ranked with the 
grea test of the great. 
As the y ea rs go by his name is more 
revered and in the y ears to come pa ges 
of history will carry it embla zoned as the 
grea t wa r time president of the United 
8^tates. 
The wa r brought a new epoch in the 
socia l structure of the nation and the

Limitless natural resources, vast indus­ 
trial and commercia l development have 
brought redundant prosperity to the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Miles of metropolitan boule­ 
vards, mill chimney s and ma nufa cturing 
plants, ports crow'ded with shipping and 
flourishing agricultural 
regions, 
reflect 
the economic a dva nce of the country . JMa- 
terial wea lth has brought a mania for 
pleasure. 
Motor cars vie wuth motion 
picture show’s in offering diversion. 
And 
the 
ha ppily 
prosperous 
are 
bent on 
amusement and indifferent to serious mat­ 
ters. 
Prof. Carver urges the need of a new 
discipline and a “ big job” if America is 
not to go the w’ay of other rich nations. 
Dissipation brings da nger and corruption 
in its train. 
The splendor of Baby lon 
and the w^ealth of Carthage sa pped their 
ma nhood and brought them low*. 
And 
ma ny another people has been enervated 
by lux ury and pleasure. 
The mania for 
ja zz is an evil omen of the present. 
The old discipline of poverty wa s brac­ 
ing and stimulating. Out of toil and hard­ 
ship comes 
serious 
contempla tion and 
with it achievement. 
Figures of great 
men here and elsewhere point this moral 
lesson to us. 
Wa shington’s y outh 
was 
spent largely in da nger and hardship in 
the ba ckwoods of Virginia. 
Lincoln rose 
to grea tness from the poverty and isola­ 
tion of the America n frontier. 
Woodrow 
Wilson wa s the son of a poor clergy man. 
And many another ex a mple could be cit­ 
ed. 
It is an interesting fa ct that the chil­ 
dren of Protestant clergy men form the 
la rgest single group in the volumes of 
W h o’s Who in America. 
But toda y in the United States we are 
in an era of prosperity and gay , reckless 
ja zz. 
Wea lth is accumula ting. Society is 
more and more stratified. 
But even the 
poorest enjoy facilities for pleasure of 
ma ny sorts. 
Prof. Carver thinks that we need a 
new’ concept of w’ealth. 
A w’orthy outlet 
for the spending of money should 
be 
found. 
One of the best fields open is 
tha t of education and philanthropy . 
By 
employ ing w’ealth for sober purposes of 
development and a tta inment the simple 
virtues of the nation ma y be retained.
